The release of the Administration's Eco- 
nomic Report to Congress at the end of Janu- 
ary gave the nation some grim predictions. 

1980 will be a year in which we experience a 
“mild” recession, whatever it is. Recessions 
are always “mild” except for the people who 
are hit by them -- working people who are laid 
off. Forthem, no recession can ever be" mild.” 

But the real kicker in the Report was the 
section on long-term goals. There, the Presi- 
dent reluctantly ditched the, Humphrey- 
Hawkins ‘mandate. to lower unemployment 
rates. 

You will remember that Congress passed 
the Humphrey-Hawkins Bill in late 1978. |t 
required the government to pursue policies 
leading to-sharply lower unemployment rates. 
It set an intérim goal of four percent unem- 
ployment by 1983. 

Blaming the OPEC price increase on oil and 
stagnant economic growth, the President 
extended the timetable for lowering the job- 
less rate. Now, it is 1985. Along about 1983, we 
can-expect more extensions. As it stands, the 
Bill is dying, if not dead. 

Why? 

The first basic cause for the demise of the

That perpetuated the old myth that you can't 
have both low unemployment and low infla- 
tion rates. And in today’s economic environ- 
ment, it virtually assured that the unemploy- 
ment goals could not be met. 

The second reason lies in federal economic 
policies. Meeting the Humphrey-Hawkins 
mandate would have meant mobilizing the 
economy for sustained growth-and launching 
massive programs of job training and job 
creation. : 

That was not done. To its credit, the Admin- 
istration did do more by way of jobs programs 
than its predecessors. But not enough. Cer- 
tainly not enough to meet the Bill's goals. 

- So, instead of projecting lower unemploy- 
ment, the government is predicting jobless 
rates of 7.5 percent in 1980. 

That's bad enough, but the job picture is 
actually much worse. For blacks, the jobless 
rate may shoot up to 17-18 percent. That's 
because ae unempfyment is now over 
double th hite rate. So that 7:5 percent

These “invisible workers,” if counted along 
with part-timers who want full-time work, 
would just about double the official rate.

A Postal Pioneer Passes 


Once in every great while 
a person is born who will 
leave the world a better 
place for having lived in it. 
Cherry Griffith Brown was 
such a person. 

Last month at the age of 
57, this remarkable woman 
died of cancer at Methodist 
Hospital in Indianapolis, 
Ind. Her strength and 
determination would have 
had an impact in any field 
she desired to pursue. For- 
tunately for the National 
Alliance of Postal and Fed- 
eral Employees (NAPFE), 
Mrs. Brown's career was in 
the postal and federal 
service. 

An ardent union worker,

Bradley feels deeply that

Bradley'’sdaughter, 
Jennette, is “an” executive 
with the Columbus Metro- 
politan Housing Authority. 

He-received- an honora- 
ble discharge from the 
Armed Forces as a Ser- 
geant Major, a noncom- 
missioned officer of the 
highest rank, in 1971. 

Upon leaving the'service, 
Bradley resumed pursuit of 
the education he initially 


_sought at Southern Univer- 


sity in Baton Rouge, La., in 
1940. Bradley finally 
earned a college degree 34 
years later from Franklin 
University. He entered 
Franklin after leaving the 
service in 1971. 

He was commissioned a 
Second Lieutenant in the 
Ohio Defense Corp. upon 
graduation from Franklin. 
Today, Bradley enjoys the 
rank of Major with that Unit. 

He is also chairman of 
New Zion Baptist Church's 
Deacon Board, an asso- 
ciate teacher in the adult 
Sunday-Schoot;-and-he 
sings in.the choir.

necessary to set so much of the historical record straight. 
So often, black Americans in particular are content to 
complain about the injustices and inaccuracies in what 
passes for history. Here is a young woman who is deter- 
mined to bring all_of the rich gifts from her cosmopolitan 
experience, well-trained mind, artistic gifts and sensitive 
spirit to bear upon setting the record straight. 

it was Frederick Douglass who reminded his fellow 
black Americans a century agg that “it is the oppressed 
and the mistreated themselves who must strike the major 
blow for truth and freedom.” While the positive efforts of 
others are necessary and may be enabling, those implic- 
itly impelled by their own oppressed state toward human 
liberation must always be the basic ones to move mankind 
steadfastly along the road toward freedom. 

Somehow, we have gotten the dynamics turned the 
opposite way. Hence, black Americans find themselves 
today inthe role of along-standing disadvantaged group- 
-rather than in the role of the liberators--the- saving 
remnant of and.for mankind, 

The.message here may seem stern. But it remains ines- 
capable. Regardless of the seeming difficulties, and in 
spite of our racial anger at what an all-too-often cruel 
white world has done to us, we as black Americans must 
move in a relentlessly determined way to set things right. 
Only as we make the major move can we swing the pendu- 
lum of human power into an equitable state of creative 
and wholesome give-and-take. 

In a steady way, Barbara Chase-Riboud uses every 
major historical situation of which Sally Hemings and 
Thomas Jefferson were a paft to recreate as bold and as 


credible a portrait of the racial realities of early American - 


life as any novelist has ever painted. Inthis way, the author 


takes us into the midst of the Nat Turner and Gabriel — 


Prosser rebellions of those who were enslaved, and ‘in 
such a manner also are we brought into the tremors ofthe 
French Revolution;.and into a sensing of the early death 
knells of the southern plantation economy. 

* Sally Hemings was.no shadowy figure. Many.inerasable 
official records, newspaper and magazine accounts and 
ssrcansl tatters and diaries-attest to the commanding 
presence OF Sany Heinys, as puchaps being-one ofthe 
most influential...and largely.overlooked...women in-our 
nation’s earty life. That she was representative of a preval- 
enttype is clear.

Court. The direct indict- 
ment Friday eliminated the 
necessity for the hearing. 
Both suspects have been 
released under bond, 
police said. ; 


Williams. was arrested in 
October 1975 in Athens, 
Tenn., on a drug charge

The possibility of some 
students being forced from 
four-year institutions of 
higher learning in Ohio's 
state supported schools is 


—one-which black adminis- 


trators at Ohio State Uni- 
versity believe would only 
punish students who are 
vietims of inadequate high 
schools. 

The administrators say 
implementing selective 
admissions to determine 
admittance to institutions 
like Ohio State would do 
nothing to improve secon- 
dary education. But, they 
contend, it would lead to an 
elitist system of public 
higher education affecting 
blacks and whites, 

Dr. Frank W. Hale Jr., 
vice-provost-for the OSU 
Office of Minority Affairs, 
said the black administra- 
tors are opposed to selec- 
tive admissions to Ohio's 
public colleges and uni- 
versities. 


“We reject the notion that. 


somehow the admissions 
formulashould be changed 


to a selective admissions: 


one, teaching or corralling 
the untaught and directing 
them in droves to two year 
colleges.or vocational 
schools,” he said. 

Hale and other black 
administrators at Ohio 
State say there is lobbying 
on the part. of some univer- 
sity and college presidents 
to have the Ohio General 
Assembly change the 
present admissions policy. 
That policy allows anyone 
who obtains a regular 
diploma from an accre- 
dited Ohio high. school 
admittance to Ohio's tax 
supported universities and 
colleges.

While a bill has not been 
filed in the Ohio legislature 
to change the admissions 
policy, the House Sub- 
committee on Colleges and 
Universities has heard tes- 
timony that millions of tax 
dollars are being used to 
teach basic skills in English 
and math that students did 
not obtain in high schools. 

Proponents/ of selective 
admissions believe com- 
petency tests should be 
used to determine admis- 
sions to state supported 
colleges, thereby eliminat- 
ing the need for remedial 
programs. : 

Hale has said selective 
admissions “has highly 
potential racial overtones,” 
a contention which is sup- 
ported by D. William E. 
Nelson Jr., chairman of the 
Black Studies Department 
at OSU. 

Nelson said selective 
admissions would “lead to 
development of a segre- 
gated higher education 
system” in Ohio. Despite 
the five to six percent 
minority student body -.at 
Ohio State, Nelson said, 
some don't feel they should 
be there. 3 

“It's a feeling that presti- 


gious institutions like Ohio 


State are becoming too 
black and are reflecting too 
much of lower income and 
poor people,” Nelson said. 
The idea of “an elitist sys- 
tem" of higher education 
would result from selective 
admissions, Nelson be- 
lieves. { 

“And we're not just tafk- 
ing about black people” 
who wouldn't be alowed to 
attend public universities, 
Nelson said. ‘‘A large 
number of people in reme- 


dial. courses are white stu- 
dents. So a lot of white stu- 
dents would be victims 
too.” 

Both Nelson and Hale 
say competency tests 
would do little to have high 
schools produce better 
educated students. é 

“Until we get a system of 
equality of opportunity at 
the elementary and secon- 
dary schools, it’s ridiculous 
to talk about competency 
testing,” Nelson said. 

Hale said the black 
administrators do not rule 
out competency tests at a 
later time, but not until pub- 
lic schools better educate 
students. 

“The group maintains 
that the open-admissions 
policy should be main- 
tained so long as Ohio 
schools are graduating 
students who. have not . 
developed the basic skits 
in English and mathemat- 
ics,” Hale said. - ‘ 

“The administrators * 
reject any requirement of 
competency tests for high 
school students unless the 
giving of those tests is to be 
balanced with an equal 
emphasis on testing the 
comprehensive academic 
preparation of high school 
teachers and an evaluation 
of theirinstructional 
methddsand social sensi- 
tivity,” Hale said. 

“What we ought to be 
measuring is not what the 
student brings in, but what 
the student takes out” of 


‘ the college or university, 


Nelson said. “We should 
not place our obligation Gn 
the-backs of individuals 
who are the victims” of 
inadequate public schools, 
he said. ;
